The official cou nt is 
not yet in.” 
They still cling to the 
hop e that they may be able to save at 
least something ou t 
of the wreck, 
thou gh they are ap p arently not confi­ 
dent of anything. 
On the face of official retu rns from 
seventy-five cou nties received at the 
secretary of sta te ’s office, it is said 
that Sims (Rep .) for secretary of state 
has a p lu arlity of abou t 200 and that i 
Hadley (Rep .) for treasu rer, has a p lu ­ 
rality of 250 or 300. 
The cou nt on the 
balance of the ticket was not tabu lat­ 
ed. 
The Democrats claim, however, 
that these figu res will be overcome by 
the retu rns from the rem aining seven­ 
teen cou nties. 
It was said at the of­ 
fice of secretary of state that the last 
of the official retu rns from the election 
wou ld not be received u ntil late this 
afternoon. 
And it was believed that 
the resu lt as to the state ticket wou ld 
not be known u ntil the last cou nty 
shou ld he heard from. 
W hen the Democrats learned that 
the resu lt was in dou bt they got bu sy 
and ap p ointed a committee, consisting 
of Congressman Lincoln Dixon of the 
Fou rth district; Bernard Korhly, Dem­ 
ocratic chairm an of the Seventh dis­ 
trict, and “Bu d” Swift of Kokomo, for­ 
m er city clerk of Indianap olis, to re­ 
main at the office of the secretary of 
state and watch the tabu lation of the 
official vote.

New York, Nov. 7.—The National 
Association of M anu factu rers p u blishes 
in the cu rrent issu e of its official mag­ 
azine a continu ation of the statem ents 
on the conditions contribu ted by its 
3,000 
members, 
rep resenting 
every 
branch of indu stry. 
The first series 
of these statem ents, showing imp rove­ 
m ent in commercial conditions, ap ­ 
p eared in the Oct. 15 issu e of the mag­ 
azine. 
The series now p u blished indi­ 
cates a continu ation of this imp rove­ 
ment, and for the most p art an op ti­ 
mistic view of the bu siness ou tlook. 
Telegrams were also sent p rior to 
the election to a nu m ber of the asso­ 
ciation’s mem bers asking them to state 
sp ecifically 
how 
many 
workingmen 
wou ld he added to their p resent force 
by Dec. 1 if nothing occu rred to shake 
commercial confidence. 
A resu m e of 
the information contained in these re­ 
p lies is also given in the magazine as 
follows: 
“The p ercentage of rep lies received 
indicate that an average of 135 men 
each will be added to the m ajority of 
m anu factu ring p lants in the associa­ 
tion by Dec. 1. 
The p ercentages show 
that at least one-half of the 3,000 mem­ 
bers of the National Association of 
M anu factu rers exp ect to add to their 
p resent force more than 200,000 work­ 
ingmen.” 
“Taking this as a basis,” says the 
article, “it is safe to assu m e th at the 
.13,000 manu factories, which, according 
to the censu s of 19 00 emp loyed an av­ 
erage each of 100 men or over, will 
add at least 50 p er cent to their p res­ 
ent force, making a total In rou nd fig­ 
u res of 650,000 men. 
In other words, 
with the continu ance of bu siness con­ 
fidence, the im p ortant m anu factu ring 
interests of the cou ntry will be en­ 
abled to Increase their p resent force

If the temperature of an author’s popularity can be measured by the ther­ 
mometer of sales, then surely the most popular writer in Canada is Miss Marshall 
Saunders, whose “ Beaut if uU J oe” has sold 500,000 copies, and been translated 
into Swedish, German and J apanese. 
At her grandfather’s house in Milton, Nova Scotia, Miss Saunders was bom 
in 1 SGI, the daughter of a clergyman, and a descendant of the J ohn Alden im­ 
mortalized in verse by Longfellow. 
Her early days were spent in the beautiful 
land of Evangeline where the very air seems redolent of romance and historic mem­ 
ories. 
When she was six the family moved to Halifax, and there she received the 
foundation of her education in private and public schools until fifteen, when she 
was sent to a boarding school in Scotland ana thence to France to put some finish­ 
ing touches to her education. 
On her return to Nova Scotia she taught school for a time and then drifted 
into literature. 
Her first short storv brought forty dollars, but she soon realized 
that real success couid not be plucked like a rose in a garden; she must pay the price 
in years of observation, study, training and practice. 
She spent several years in 
foreign travel, as a post-graduate course in experience, and then returned to Nova 
Scotia, ready for the serious work of her life. 
In 189 4 the American Humane Educational Society offered a prize of $2 00 
for the best story illustrating kindness to dumb animals. 
Miss Saunders determined 
to compete for it. 
She spent six months in writing a story, the background of 
which was largely autobiographic and the spirit pervading it her own intense love 
for animals, the silent appeal of their helplessness finding ever a sympathetic echo 
in her heart. 
The committee of award in giving the prize to her book “ Beautiful 
J oe,’’ said: “ the author has genius, heart and insight. 
It is an admirable story 
and should have an immense sale and become a standard » or all libraries, 
anti 
yet this sweet, sympathetic study of dog life, despite its splendid endorsement, 
went begging among the publishers for six months before it was accepted, Miss 
Saunders having availed herself of the privilege of forfeiting the prize money and 
retaining her manuscript. 
. 
When published, it gave her a place in the very front rank of writers of animal 
stories. 
Her “ Tilda J ane,“ a simple, natural, pathetic yet 
h u m o r o u s story, adds 
a new character to the charming literature of childhood. 
In her ambitious n ovel 
“ Rose A Oharlitte,” she gives a delightful p ortra ya l of the life of the Acadian» in 
the historic country around S t. Mary’s Bay, a realm of idyllic romance, whore 
trials and sorrows seemed to sanctify and purify the people to higher things.

The retirement of J ames E. Watson 
will lose Indiana a place on the way s 
and means committee equal in import­ 
ance to a chairmanship. 


CL IFF DWEL L ERS’ RUINS. 


Plan to Resto re Relics of a Remarkab le 
Race. 
A mov ement forwarded by the Colo 
rado Archaeological society is being 
promoted at Colorado Springs to gain 
gov ernment permission to restore the 
ancient cliff ruins on Mesa Verde, neat 
Mancos, Colo., in order to make a last 
ing ethnological memorial of the pre 
historic race that inhabited America 
ev en before the nomad Indians. 
That such restoration is possible is 
prov ed by the work already done In 
restoring to their primev al appearance 
the ancient cliff ruins near Colorado 
Springs, which work was completed 
about three y ears ago. This work was 
first suggested by Helen Hunt J ack­ 
son, who took a keen interest in the 
preserv ation of the archaeological and 
ethnological wonders ex isting within 
the confines of the United States. 
The ruins on the Messa Verde are 
now contained in a gov ernment reser­ 
v ation, a plan found necessary sev ­ 
eral y ears ago to preserv e the ruins 
from the depredations of tourists and 
relic huuiers. 
Much damage 
had 
already 
been 
done by v andals, howev er, before the 
law declaring the reserv ation 
was 
passed, but it is now believ ed that 
when the proposed restoration is made 
these relics of a wonderful people will 
be adequately preserv ed for the study 
of future generations. Some such res­ 
toration is necessary if the ruins are 
to be preserv ed, for while they stood 
the action of the elements for thou­ 
sands of y ears the general use of irri­ 
gation has now so affected the climate 
of southern Colorado that the ruins 
are fast crufnbling with the action of 
a damper atmosphere. 
At present these are the best pre­ 
serv ed ruins of general ethnological 
interest in the United States and are 
v isited by thousands of tourists ev ery 
y ear. 


J ohn Kern is a receptiv e candidate

, ceed J ames A. Hemenway . Ex -Auditor 
of State Oscar Henderson, who will be 
one of Mr. Kern’s most activ e backers 
in the senatorial race, said: “ Mr. Kern 
has been fighting the battles of Democ­ 
racy since 18 7 0.

good. But too often we construct cost­ 
ly macadam highway s and then let 
them go to ruin. 
Say s the News: 
“ R epair” does not mean the restoration 
of ru ined portions of the road, bu t cu r­ 
rent m aintenance. 
England not only has 
regu lar road repair, bu t ev en the refine­ 
ment of sweeping. 
The m acadam roads 
that « are most often pointed to with pride, 
“ the best that we can show in New Je r­ 
sey or New York or M assachu setts,” re­ 
ceiv e no greater m aintenance attention 
than ou r w orst neglected roads. 
They 
are bu ilt well, bu t they are not m aintain­ 
ed well. 
With the partial ex ception per­ 
haps of the roads of one state, they are 
not m aintained at all, In fact. 
And this, 
no dou bt, is responsible for some of the 
difference between American and English 
roads. 
Pertinent to this question are the 
v iews of Mr. Samu el Hill, a Washing-, 
ton 
delegate 
to 
the 
International 
Roads association, which met in Paris 
In October. 
Mr. Hill say s that “ any 
country In Europe” maintains better 
roads than the United States and that 
the root of the trouble with this coun­ 
try Is lack of competent engineers. To 
quote further: 
The only way is to establish a good, 
thorough course of highway engineering 
in the univ ersities. 
Our engineers are 
surely as good as any Europeans, but y ou 
cannot ask the farmer to run a bank, 
and y ou cannot ask a man lacking the 
necessary 
k nowledge to 
bu ild a 
good 
road. 
Of cou rse the departm ent of ag ri­ 
cu ltu re is largely to blame. 
The officials 
there seem to think tha t as long as a 
road is open and trav ersable, no m atter 
how' It is built, it is all right, and tha t’s 
the end of It. They don’t appreciate that 
the farm er can hau l his freight ov er a 
clean cut path in half the time that is 
taken ov er a crooked, rocky road such 
as those of which we boast. 
In the article quoted abov e the En­ 
gineering News say s that there is mon­ 
ey enough spent in road maintenance 
In this country , but the work is with­ 
out competent direction. 
Until the 
sy stem is chauged the public will con­ 
tinue “ to consign Its inv estments of 
$5 ,000 to $8 ,000 per mile to rot and 
neglect.” 


R ussia 's N ew C risis. 
It Is believ ed that the Russian ad­ 
ministration su mmoned 
Count Sergiu s 
Witte from retirement for the fifth 
time in order to hav e him solv e the 
new problems raised by the Balkan 
troubles. Witte has been called by an 
authority on Russian affairs “ one of 
the creators of his country .” 
He has 
nothing much to boast of as y et, but 
that may be because he is hated at 
the seat of gov ernment and Is dis­ 
pensed with the moment he gets a 
firm grip on the nation’s v itals. 
Witte built the Siberian railroad, 
which sav ed Russia in the late war. 
He foresaw that war and prepared 
for It, likewise the rev olution contem­ 
porary with it. 
As the calling of 
Witte to power has usually signified 
trouble in the air for the czar’s gov ­ 
ernment, the latest mov e may mean 
that the new Turkish question or com 
plication arising in the far east is 
crucial and a master hand must take 
hold. Such problems are certainly be­ 
y ond the talents of the ordinary J ew 
baiting, prisoner flogging bureaucrat.

Paper From Corn. 
Still another v aluable by product of 
the corn crop Is promised by recent 
ex periments of the agricultural de­ 
partment. Uncle Sam’s chemists hav e 
succeeded In making fiv e grades of pa­ 
per out of cornstalk pulp. 
It Is be­ 
liev ed by the ex perimenters that a 
v ery good substitute for the wood pulp 
paper in use can be manufactured In 
well nigh limitless quantities out of 
cornstalk fiber. 
Great quantities of cornstalks are 
destroy ed ev ery season or put to use 
far less remunerativ e than would be 
the case if the cornstalk grower could 
find a market for the stalks with the 
paper maker. 
There would be less 
danger of financial distress, too, when 
bumper crops send the price of the 
grain down, and the wasteful inroads 
upon the forests for paper pulp might 
be stopped if the almost useless stalk 
can be turned into printing paper.

Out at St. Francis, on the western 
border of Kansas, where the settler 
turned his back ou his farm not so 
many y ears ago as not arable or worth 
the effort, the newest thing in farm 
machinery is threatening to retire the 
horse from the farm about as thor­ 
oughly as he has been driv en from the 
city streets by the motor car. At least 
two farmers In Chey enne county are 
using what is called the farm motor, 
a machine that may be described as 
the mule of the motor car family . 
It 
is a general farm drudge, plowing, 
disking, harrowing, 
seeding, harv est­ 
ing and ev en hauling the thrashed 
wheat to market. 
Horses will furnish the power for 
most of these things, it is true, so that 
there is nothing remarkable about the 
story thus far. 
But the farm motor 
will do it in a third the time, at a 
fourth the ex pense and better. It has 
no apparent drawbacks. 
It can be 
used wherev er horses can go, and 
where large areas are to be tilled it 
promises to send the horse into total 
eclipse. 
Think of plowing up about thirty 
acres in a single leisurely day with 
one machine, disking a swath twenty - 
six feet wide at the rate of three 
linear miles an hour, hauling 000 bush 
els of wheat to market at one trip 
and y ou hav e an idea of the new mo­ 
tor and what it will actually accom­ 
plish under conditions none too fav or­ 
able, say s a St. Francis correspondent 
of the Kansas City Star. 
Then con­ 
ceiv e of doing this plowing in the v ir­ 
gin prairie at about 30 cents an acre 
and hauling that amount of wheat 
thirteen 
miles to 
market for $10, 
counting the return trip. 
Then y on 
hav e ev en a clearer impression. 
The farm motor is just a big, heav y , 
awkward looking motor car, built for 
hard, heav y work. 
It is the embodi­ 
ment of all the principles of tho motor 
car seen on* the streets ev ery day , ex ­ 
cept that it produces strength where 
the other dev elops speed. 
In front is 
the big radiator, cooling the four cy l­ 
inders. The driv e w heels are big steel 
affairs with tires eighteen Inches wide, 
studded with sharp conical spikes for 
taking hold of the ground. 
Gasoline 
furnishes the motiv e power, and one 
man can operate it with its plows, 
disks 
or 
harrows, 
hitched 
behind, 
without the slightest trouble. 
In Chey enne county two big farmers 
are using the motor with satisfaction. 
They are J erry Ly ons, w hose farm of 
1,9 00 acres is sev en miles from St. 
Francis, and G. W. Denny , whose 
3,5 00 acre farm is thirteen miles dis- J 
tant from the town. 
Recently both 
places were v isited. 
On the Denny 
farm the motor was busy disking a 
big field which had been broken last 4 
spring. 
Hitched behind the big, lum­ 
bering car were three sets of disks, 
two four horse and one eight horse 
affairs. 
Mov ing along at a steady pace of 
about three miles an hour, the ma­ 
chine dragged the disks ov er a lateral 
area of twenty -six feet with as much 
ease as though puffing along a road, 
piling the once broken soil along in lit­ 
tle furrows, ready for harrowing and 
the seed. 
The field was a mile long 
and about 800 feet wide, so that at the 
longest circuit of the field the machine 
was disk ing about eight acres of 
ground. 
The circuit took about an 
hour. 
As geared up for work the 
motor weighed six tons. 
A steam en­ 
gine of the 
same kind and power 
w’ou id weigh three times as much. 
H. C. Denny , son of the farm’s own­ 
er, speaking of the disking, said: 
When we get done with this we will 
cross disk It, bu t when we do that we will 
hitch thirty feet of harrows behind and 
do the harrowing as wt* disk. 
We can 
pull the three disks and the harrows at 
the same time. 
Then we will hitch on 
three drills and drill it to wheat. We are 
working along the Campbell sy stem of 
farming—dry farming they sometimes call 
it. 
G. W. Denny , the owner who came 
to Kansas from Nebraska, where he 
had tried the same kind of farming, 
said: 


used in Dakota a little, and I am told 
they broke grou nd for 65 cents an acre 
which cost $2.9 5 on an av erage when 
broken by horses. 
I 
ex pect to harv est 
wdth my motor, hut I’ll do my fa ll plow­ 
ing at the same time, hitching my binder 
fa r enough behind my eight plows to drop 
the bundles on the plowed ground. 
My ex perience Is that wdth the gaso­ 
line farm motor I can carry on almost all 
farm operations at about one-fourth the 
cost of horses. 
I can bu y gasoline here at IS or 17 cents 
a gallon, so tha t y ou can figu re my ex ­ 
pense y ourself—25 or 90 cents an acre.

Gold Specim ens From Costa Rica at 
Sm ith son ian Institution. 
That gold idols are to be found by 
the score to Indian burying grounds 
in Costa Rica was the rep ort made to 
the Smithsonian institution, in Wash­ 
ington, the other day by Emile Mosonyl, 
a young Austrian mining engineer. 
Mr. Mosonyl said he had been in the 
country for about seven years, and. as 
he had made a p oint of cultivating the 
friendship of the Indians, he had been 
able to learn much of their tribal his­ 
tory and customs. 
The golden idols, he said, are buried 
near the remains of the deceased, but 
never In the graves. He exp lained the 
fact of the failure of local interests to 
have already discovered the rich Aztec 
relics by the fact that the graves are 
never marked, not even by an earthen 
mound. 
The idols, he said, are found 
buried in the earth, generally a short 
distance from the graves. 
Mr. Mosonyl had with him a few of 
the idols and several examp les of the 
Indian art and said he called at the in­ 
stitution in an effort to interest Amer­ 
ican scientists In p ossible exp lorations 
of the little known recesses of Central 
America.
